(IWW) han protagonizado reciente- 
mente dos acontecimientos que vuel- 
ven a poner de actualidad a la «vieja» 
central anarcosindicalista del mundo 
anglosajón. Se trata de su 36.9 Con- 
greso General y de la lucha por ser 
reconocidos como sindicato en una 
empresa norteamericana. 

El citado Congreso ha tenido lugar 
en Chicago con asistencia de 66 dele- 
gados de USA y Canadá, no habiendo 
concurrido los de Gran Bretaña, Sue- 
cia, Países Bajos, Australia, Nueva Ze- 
landa y Guam. El número medio de 
afiliados a los sindicatos asistentes os- 
cila en torno a los 500. De entre las 
resoluciones adoptadas en el Congreso, 
cabe destacar:

Everything was fine with County authorities as long as 
there were jobs in the County; but with soaring unem- 
ployment rates the various “transients” became undesir- 
able, and a more permanent Chicano community in South 
County now formed the perpetually-poor work pool. Six 
months earlier in 1977 the County began issuing a flurry 
of “illegal camping" tickets and started massive crack- 
downs on street people, ““bums”, and “‘illegals’’. The Scott 
Creek Community became a part of the October ‘’Soli- 
darity Week” activities during which masses of welfare 
workers, Housing Authority clients, CETA workers, and 
other community forces brought Board of Supervisor 
meetings to an abrupt halt until certain issues were dealt 
with. IWWs were active in all these activities, winning 
some major working-class victories during that period. 
Pressure against the Scott Creek Community eased until 
early December, when a flurry of citations were again is- 
sued, this time with the explicit promise that workers' 
homes would be impounded and towed. The struggle 
came to a head the week before Christmas. 


On December 22nd the refugees and their recently- 
released comrades moved into the foyer of the County 
Governmental Center, demanding their homes back by 
Christmas. The County refused to budge. County Board 
of Supervisors Chairman Ed Borovatz told the press that 
an offer of alternative housing by the County had been 
turned down and the Scott Creek Community was simply 
making a “political statement”. Borovatz neglected to tell 
the media that the offer consisted of a proposal to "'per- 
mit” the refugees to “camp out” in Henry Cowell State 
Park in the midst of continuing inclement weather. The 
group in the Governmental Center was then told to be out 
on the streets by 5 pm Friday, December 23rd, or face 
Christmas in jail. Twenty-one persons, including three 
who did not live in the community, elected to stay and 
face arrest. 

At 5:45 pm December 23rd, the County Sheriff car- 
ried out his arrest threat. Singing Christmas carols, mem- 
bers of the group formed a closed circle and were hauled 
off by deputies one-by-one. 

Vowing to make certain that the group understood 
that the arrest was “for real”, Sheriff Al Noren ordered 
that prisoners not be given recognizance, instead setting 
bail at $500 each.

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JAIL CONDITIONS USED 
TO “PUNISH” PRISONERS 


Instead of immediately being booked following their 
arrest, prisoners were forced to wait in holding tanks and, 
in the case of the male prisoners, were subjected to condi- 
tions of extreme crowding. Thirteen men were crammed 
into a twelve-by-five-and-a-half-foot room where they 
had to alternate standing and sitting in order to rest. No 
phone calls were allowed, the prisoners were not fed, and 
the men received blankets only in the last two hours of 
captivity. 

Prisoners, especially women, were subjected to verbal 
abuse at various times, and one woman was denied her 
asthma medication until she was in the middle of an at- 
tack, while other women screamed and banged on walls 
to get the guards’ attention. One male prisoner, an epi- 
leptic, had his dilantin withheld. 

After the group's lawyer, Ray Gruenich, finally got to 
confer with the prisoners, it was learned that the Sheriff 
had had plans to ship the entire group to San Bruno Jail 
in San Francisco over the three-day Christmas weekend 
as an object lesson. Gruenich managed to get a local judge 
to order recognizance, however, and after 12 hours the 
last prisoner was finally released. 


Now the court battles

The issue has boiled down to the fact that the Sheriff's 
Department is harassing several elements of the commun- 
ity in order to “clean up” the tourist image. No one is 
even certain that anyone has complained about the Scott 
Creek Community, since the DA's office has “misplaced” 
a supposed written complaint from the property owner. 
Facts pointing to the crackdown include a 500% increase 
in tickets for “illegal camping” and “parking”. Even if a 
sizeable portion of the mobile work force wanted to use 
permanent housing, they could not do so, as there is less 
than a 1% vacancy rate in a city where a one-bedroom 
apartment renting for under $185 is rare. 


The defense will also be raising constitutional issues 
around harassment, free speech, and seizure of private 
property without compensation or “due process”. 

The defense effort will desperately need funds in Feb- 
ruary and March to pay legal expenses. Contributions may 
be sent to Scott Creek Defense Fund, c/o Workers Hall, 
314 Laurel, Santa Cruz, California 95060. 


Around the Union 


VIRDEN, ILLINOIS 


The January cold weather became a time of legal ma- 
neuvering for Metal Workers Industrial Union 440 and the 
Fellow Workers employed at the Virden, Illinois plant of 
the Mid-America Machinery Company. Attorney James 
Backer, representing Mid-America, has petitioned to delay 
by at least 21 days the filing of written briefs against the 


Company heard in Carlinville, Illinois in December. The 
briefs were to have been filed in late January. This is an 
obvious delaying ploy by the Company, but because it 
was not opposed by the counsel for the NLRB, it has 
every possibility of being granted. 

Meanwhile, a hearing in chambers has been scheduled 
for January 27th in the $50,000 civil suit filed by Mid- 
America against the Union. At this writing it has not yet 
been determined whether it will be necessary for the Un- 
ion to be represented by counsel at the hearing, or wheth- 
er Fellow Worker Dick de Vries can represent IU 440. If 
the Union must be represented by counsel, Peggy Hill- 
man, who has been consulting with the Union on legal 
aspects of the drive for some time, will handle the case. 
Ms. Hillman is a member of a prestigious Chicago labor 
law firm, and although she has been donating her time 
up to now, will have to charge hourly rates plus expenses 
each time she must travel to Carlinville on the case. De- 
pending on the number of appearances required, it could 
cost up to $3,000 to fight the case. 

Meanwhile, Fellow Workers in Virden continue to re- 
cruit new workers in the shop, assuring the Union of a 
continuing majority there. And IWW members from as 
far away as Guam have continued to send in donations 
to support the drive. These donations are especially im- 
portant now, as the Union faces heavy legal expenses.

SANTA CRUZ: 


Four IWWs were among those arrested in Christmas 
Season evictions of migrant workers in Santa Cruz Decem- 
ber 20th and 23rd. Facing the result of a county wide 
crackdown against lower-income working people, over 
40 members of what the media styled a “gypsy camp” 
were evicted from their van and bus homes. Sheriff's 
deputies arrested nine of the adults December 20th, leav- 
ing some 15 children on a desolate highway during a se- 
vere California storm. All of this was done in the name of 
“protecting private property”. 

Members of the IWW who were arrested included Linda 
Cunningham, CETA organizer; Mick Sharp, IU 330; Mari- 
on Kennedy, IU 670; and Mike Zaharakis, IU 670. Also 
arrested on varied charges were members of the “transi- 
ent" community who had aided in IWW struggles, includ- 
ing Andy Ackerley, local musician who has done benefits 
for Transit District workers; Tom Noddy, puppeteer who 
participated in the IWW-sponsored Solidary Night; and 
several others who have aided in setting up CETA worker 
benefits. 

Members of the group are “migrant” workers in the 
sense that they travel from place to place in their vans 
and busses seeking employment. Like the hobos of the 
‘20s and ‘30s, they are usually run out of town for "'ille- 
gal camping” or other ““vagrancy “-type charges. In Santa 
Cruz County this group, located on a remote stretch of 
unused land 13 miles north of any major population cen- 
ter, took on the name of nearby Scott Creek, and estab- 
lished a thriving crime-free community which became a 
recognized address for food stamps, welfare, voter regis- 
tration, and other forms of “legitimate” address identifi- 
cation.

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IWW STRIKES AGAIN 


Wobblies clogify system

The Wobblies of sainted 
memory are in the thick of 
union organizing again, and 
they're finding they have to 
scratch for new variations on 
an old theme: using the 
system to beat the system. 

After seventy-two years of 
uncompromising revol- 
utionary syndicalism, the 
Industrial. Workers of the 
World (IWW) are making 
dramatic gains among 
unorganized  machinists in 
southern Illinois and transit 
workers—among others—in 
California by a resourceful 
amalgam of bread-and-butter 
unionism, and egalitarian 
and direct action tactics. 

A key short-term expedient 
has been to use the State 
apparatus (the federal labor 
code) to gain some elbow 
room for organizing. 

As a Wobblie organizer 
notes, revolutionary org- 
anizations have always 
had to balance their short- 
term interests and their long- 
term goals if they are to 
continue operating in the 
contemporary political ter- 
rain. 

“We're not kidding 
ourselves about the nature of 
the State, but the rules of the 
game have changed since 
1920,”” she says. 

“We use what tools are at 
hand. If the boss makes a 
stupid mistake, a legal 
mistake, we take advantage 
ofit.” 

“That doesn't mean we let 
the government do our 
organizing for us. The only 
real organizing is when we do 
it ourselves.” 


For instance, at  Mid- 
Atlantic Machinery in 
Virden, Ill, where the 


workers are struggling for 
recognition as an IWW union 
shop, the Wobblies have used 
government agencies such as 
the National Labor Relations 
Board to force the boss to the 
bargaining table. 


But they are relying heavily 


on direct action tactics to 
generate the real pressure. 
Flying picket lines, made up 
of relatives and friends of the 
workers, follow the boss 
around when he tries to sell 
his wares. The result is that 
profits are still down for him, 
while workers still stay on the 
payroll. 

In Santa Cruz, Calif., an 
organizing drive involves 


3000 . workers in the 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Agency 
(CETA), a federal 


government-funded  organi- 
zation notorious for paying 
trainees below minimum 
wage, refusing them sick pay, 
vacations, medical care and 
other basic benefits. Even 
before winning shop 
recognition, IWW agitation 
gained the CETA trainees 
recognition as Federal em- 
ployees entitled to benefits. 
The organizing drive was par- 
ticularly effective in showing 
unemployed and unorganized 
workers how to deal with 
bureaucracies without selling 
out. 

These successes sparked an 
organizing drive in Santa 
Cruz's transit system. The 
workers who washed buses, 
often earning $50a week, 
were the only unorganized 
workers in the transit system. 
They demanded IWW job 
control, and satisfaction on 
a wide range of grievances. 
The city responded by giving 
in on several of the demands, 


but has so far stalled on 
union recognition by 
demanding that the IWW 


prove itself a ‘‘real’’ union. 
On another front, the 
Wobblies are now laying 
plans to set up a central 
clearing house to organize 
musicians across North 
America into a cooperative. 
All this renewed activity 
marks just another phase in a 
long history of ups and 
downs. Founded in 1905, the 
IWW quickly gained a 
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militant reputation organ- 
izing a wide spectrum of 
workers: loggers and mig- 
rant farm-workers in the 
West, textile workers in the 
East, auto-workers and 
seamen. It spread from the 
US to Canada, Scandinavia, 
England, Chile and Africa, 
with its belief in One Big 
Union using the general strike 
to end capitalist domination. 

Faced with severe gov- 
ernment repression, especial- 
ly after its refusal to sup- 
port American entry into 
the First World War, the 
IWW produced more than its 
share of martyrs. It was 
further weakened when it 
refused to join the Red 
Trade Union International 
denouncing its manipulation 
by the Bolsheviks. While it 
continued to play a militant 


role, leading the first sit- 
down strike in the auto 
industry in 1933, its influence 
in the labor movement began 
a slow decline. 


The final blow 'almost 
came in 1950, with the 
passage of the TaftHartley 
Act, which the IWW believed 
was designed to muzzle 
unions by making them sub- 
ject to government approval. 
Refusing to comply with this 
act, and placed on the list of 
subversive organizations, the 
union lost its vital Cleveland 
stronghold, where it repre- 
sented steel and rubber 
workers and demonstrated 
the feasibility of revolu- 
tionary unionism. 


A much reduced union 
marked its 50th anniversary 
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OPE y ROAD, yx * es 


in 1955, but the  '60's 
witnessed the beginnings of a 
revival. Anticipating student 
and women’s movements 
with ^ structural changes 
permitting organization of 
students and home-makers as 
workers, membership began 
to increase. Collectives were 
organized, particularly in the 
printing industry, and several 
strikes were successfully 
conducted in ‘‘hip’’ work- 
places. (One bitter strike was 
against Hip Products, a 
sweatshop supplying the 
*headshop' industry.) 
Nevertheless, organization 
has not come easily. Many 


organizing efforts were 

poorly prepared or overly 
optimistic. Union policy 
regarding the Labor 


Management Reporting and 
Disclosure Act and ‘‘no- 
strike”? clauses in contracts 
was indecisive. The 70th 
anniversary, however, saw 
the union in a growing mood, 
and was celebrated with 
publication of The IWW: Its 
First 70 Years, by Fred 
Thompson and Patrick 
Murfin, an honest account of 
the uneven progress over this 
period. 

As the organizer says: “We 
tell people our history, and 
what we have stood for. But 
we don't dwell on it. We're 
not relics, I don't feel like a 
relic. 


**Workers don't join the 


IWW because they are 
necessarily anarcho- 
syndicalists. They join 


because they want a union 
they can control.’’
